Famous  Scientist 
Appears  Here  as 
Assembly  Speaker 

Dr.  Gaposchkin,  Astronomy 
Professor  From  Harvard 
Talks  on  Universe. 


“Wlhat  the  Universe  Means  to 
Man”  was  the  subject  of  Dr.  Cecilia 
Payne  Gaposchkin,  who  spoke  at  the 
assembly  yesterday  morning  at  10 
o’clock.  She  was  introduced  by  Dr. 
j.  W.  Hake,  chairman  of  the 
Physics  department  of  the  College. 

Dr.  Gaposchkin’s  lecture  was  in¬ 
teresting  in  itself,  but  its  value  is 
enhanced  when  it  is  taken  into  con¬ 
sideration  that  she  is  known  among 
fellow  scientists  in  the  country  and 
abroad  as  a  preeminent  astro¬ 
physicist.  In  the  field  of  astro¬ 
physics,  the  science  that  deals  prin¬ 
cipally  with  the  constitution  of 
celestial  bodies,  she  has  contributed 
much.  In  June,  1939,  she  read  before 
an  international  meeting  of  astron¬ 
omers  in  Paris  a  paper  which  was 
said  to  solve  a  major  mystery  in 
astronomy— the  temperature  of  the 
super  novae,  the  brightest  objects 
in  the  universe. 

Dr.  Gaposchkin  was  graduated 
from  Cambridge  University,  Eng¬ 
land,  and  came  to  Radcliffe  College 
in  1924-25  on  the  Rose  Sedgwick 
Fellowship  of  the  American  Associa¬ 
tion  of  University  Women.  After 
completing  the  work  for  her  Doc¬ 
tor’s  degree,  she  was  appointed  to 
the  Phillips  Professorship  in  Astron¬ 
omy  at  Harvard  University— an  un¬ 
usual  honor. 

At  present  she  is  on  a  lecture  tour, 
having  come  to  Maryville  from  the 
Yerkes  Observatory,  Williams  Bay, 
Wisconsin,  filling  two  speaking  en¬ 
gagements  en  route  to  Maryville,  one 
at  the  University  of  Minnesota  and 
one  at  the  University  of  Missouri. 
From  here  she  goes  to  Springfield, 
Missouri,  where  she  will  speak  at 
the  convention  of  University  Wo¬ 
men. 

Dr.  Gaposchkin,  as  a  scholar,  does 
not  forego  a  normal  family  life.  She 
is  married  and  is  the  mother  of 
three  children,  the  youngest  born  In 
the  spring  of  1940.

“If  we  are  not  to  let  this  wave  of 
practicality  (in  education)  get  ahead 
of  us,  we  must  do  something  about 
it;  we  must  wind  up  with  a  curric¬ 
ulum  that  will  give  the  student 
something  more  than  just  a  facility 
to  make  his  bread  and  butter.” 

Such  is  tlie  belief  of  Mr.  R.  L. 

Douglas  of  St.  Joseph,  as  expressed 
in  his  talk  at  the  dinner-meeting  of 
the  Maryville  chapter  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Association  of  University  Pro¬ 
fessors,  at  Hotel  Linville,  Friday 
evening.  Mr.  Douglas  was  introduced 
by  Dr.  J.  W.  Hake  as  lawyer,  schol¬ 
ar,  man  Interested  in  education,  and 
member  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of 
the  College.  Mrs.  Douglas  was  a 
guest  at  the  dinner. 

Speaking  from  the  general  topic, 

“A  Regent  Looks  at  Higher  Educa¬ 
tion,"  Mi’.  Douglas  took  as  his  start¬ 
ing  point  Will  Durant’s  “SelfDiscl- 
pline  or  Slavery,”  and  article  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Saturday  Evening  Post 
of  January  18,  and  discussed  the 
present  tendency  of  men  in  import¬ 
ant  positions  to  advocate  a  complete 
shift  to  the  practical  in  education. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  fit¬ 
ting  young  people  for  special  jobs, 
he  would  not  omit  the  practical  from 
the  curriculum,  but  he  uttered  a 
warning:  "What  we  are  going  to 
have  to  look  out  for  as  teachers — or 
even  as  regents — is  that  that  thing 
does  not  go  too  far.  What  with  the 
turmoil  we  are  In  now,  with  hun¬ 
dreds  of  thousands  of  youngsters 
who  have  had  no  opportunity  to  do 
any  chores  or  manual  labor,  all  the 
trade  work  Is  in  danger  of  being 
taken  as  the  whole  show.”  He  be¬ 
lieves  the  student  learns  through 
doing,  and  therefore  he  would  give 
the  student  an  opportunity  for  prac- 
1  tlce — in  farming,  manual  arts,  skill 
subjects;  but  he  believes,  too,  that 
courses  in  pure  thinking,  courses 
which  exercise  the  mind,  are  quite 
as  essential  as  those  'Which  exercise 
the  hands. 

Saving  education  rests  with  the 
teachers,  Mr.  Douglas  said.  Unless 
some  of  tlie  vital  things — other  than 
the  merely  practical  ones— are  kept 
and  some  way  found  to  make  an  ap¬ 
peal  to  the  student,  education  must 
fail.  “We  must  give  some  of  that 
Incidental  inspiration  needed,”  he! 
said,  “and  that  is  where  the  faculty 
comes  In.  I  expect  much  of  you— 
the  teachers  who  are  to  meet  the 
problem.  If  this  spark  is  to  be  given 
—tlie  inspiration  to  learn  to  live  as 
well  as  to  make  a’  living — you,  the 
teachers,  must  give  it."

Commission  Director 

Will  Be  College  Guest 


On  April  4,  Dr.  Karl  Bigelow, 
Director  of  the  Cooperative  Study  of 
Teacher  Education,  sponsored  by 
the  American  Council  on  Education, 
Is  to  be  the  guest  of  the  College.  Dr. 
Bigelow  will  confer  with  members  of 
the  faculty  and  tlie  administration 
in  planning  a  conference  on  Teacher 
Education  to  be  held  on  the  campus 
next  fall.  He  will  address  a  faculty 
meeting  at  4  o’clock,  Frjday  after¬ 
noon,  on  the  trends  in  Teacher  Ed¬ 
ucation  and  the  progress  of  the  Co¬ 
operative  Study  of  Teacher  Educa¬ 
tion. 

The  Commission  on  Teacher  Ed¬ 
ucation,  of  which  Dr,  Bigelow  is  di¬ 
rector,  was  established  early  In  1938 
to  serve  for  five  years  from  that 
time.  Under  the  chairmanship  of 
Dr.  Payson  Smith,  professor  of  Ed¬ 
ucation  at  the  University  of  Maine, 
the  commission  is  undertaking  a 
nationwide,  cooperative  enterprise 
in  the  areas  of  teacher  preparation 
and  growth  of  service.  _ 

In  the  study  there  are  6  univer¬ 
sities,  5  liberal  arts  colleges,  7  teach¬ 
ers’  colleges,  2  Negro  colleges,  8  city 
systems,  G  county  systems,  and  3 
state  systems.  The  work  in  progress 
is  reported  from  time  to  time  in 
The  News-letter  sent  out  by  the 
Commission.

Berkeley’s  Cyclotron 

Is  Nearly  Completed 

BERKELEY,  CALIF.  —  (ACP)  — 
Nearly  half  the  steel  for  the  world's 
largest  cyclotron,  the  University  of 
California’s  4,900-ton  atom-smasher, 
has  been  put  into  place. 

A  total  of  3,700  tons  of  steel,  as 
much  as  is  used  in  one  of  Uncle 
Sam’s  cruisers,  will  go  into  the  mag¬ 
net  alone.  The  base  and  half  of  the 
vertical  columns  of  the  magnet 
have  been  completed. 

When  the  magnet  is  finished  in 
April,  work  will  begin  on  a  building 
to  house  tiie  cyclotron,  with  the 
machine  expected  to  be  in  operation 
by  the  fail  of  1942. 

The  new  cyclotron  will  dwarf  the 
225-ton  atom-smasher  on  Califor¬ 
nia’s  Berkeley  campus,  now  the  larg¬ 
est  in  the  world.  Professor  E.  O. 
Lawrence,  inventor  of  ihe  cyclotron, 
expects  the  new  machine  to  open  up 
new  worlds  to  science. 

The  4,900-ton  cyclotron  will  be  at 
least  five  times  as  powerful  as  the 
225-ton  machine.  It  will  bombard 
atoms  with  a  beam  of  atomic  par¬ 
ticles  traveling  at  G0.000  nines  a  sec¬ 
ond,  which  corresponds  to  100,000,- 
000  electron  volts  of  energy. 

Fordham  Seismograph 

Records  All  Tremors 

New  York  City — (ACP) — Seismo¬ 
graphs  in  Fordham  university’s 
laboratory  can  record  any  distur¬ 
bance  of  the  earth's  surface,  whether 
it  be  the  Maypole  dancing  of  child¬ 
ren  a  quarter  of  a  mile  away  or  a 
major  earthquake  in  India. 

According  to  the  Rev.  Josephy 
Lynch,  ‘'the  machines  even  record 
the  daily  passage  of  the  milk  train.” 

Emphasizing  that  earthquakes 
cannot  be  predicted,  Father  Lynch 
says  the  most  recent  discovery  is 
that  they  do  not  always  occur  at  the 
earth’s  surface.  “The  most  serious 
type  along  the  Japanese  coast,  may 


occur  500  miles  below  the  earth’s 
surface  and  the  fracture  will  never 
be  visible,”  he  points  out. 

Dutch  father  and  son 

Philadelphia — (ACP) — A  father 
and  son,  refugees  from  Holland,  are 
college  chums  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania. 

The  fath'er,  Dr.  Herbert  Loeb,  was 
a  dentist  in  his  native  land  for  20 
years  before  fleeing  because  of  the 
Nazi  invasion.  He  must  complete 
two  years’  instruction  at  a  recog¬ 
nized  university  before  he  can 
practice  here. 

The  son,  Arthur,  17,  is  a  student 
in  the  scientific  school  to  become  a 
chemical  engineer.
